DAVID J LEW IS, retirin g representative of 
th e Sixth congressional d istrict, has gone on th e 
hustings hei callout. presum ably under the usual 
a rra n g e m en ts m ade by th e constitu ted au th o rity 
of his p arty as a p a rty cam paigner 
As such he 
would be ex |>eeted to speak in behalf of th e 
D em ocratic tickets an d th e ir nom inees— federal, 
sta te and local. 


But. stra n g e as It has appeared, Lewis h as 
not done th is 
In stead of acting as a p arty 
cam p aig ner giving such aid and encouragem ent 
» ' he could and should, to th e p arty th a t h as 
tim e and tim e again elevated him to political 
office he h as appeared only as a special pleader 
for W illiam D B yron, th e D em ocratic nom inee 
for rep resentative, an d has com pletely ignored 
th e rest of th e D em ocratic nom inees on sta te 
an d local tickets. 


Why Lewis has adopted th is procedure is 
aom ew hat of a m ystery. 
But. w hatever h a s 
im pelled him so to confine and circum scribe hts 
cam paign effort*, th e fact rem ains th a t he h as 
sorely aggrieved an d h u rt m any of the Dem o- 
r ia ls of W estern M aryland, who. in the circu m ­ 
stances. expected such help as he could give to 
th e p arty an d its can d id a tes ra th e r th a n to 
him self, 


We say 
him self ’ here advisedly and for 
th e reason th a t it ap p ears on th e face of it 
th a t Lewis is reg ard in g th is congressional se a t 
as a sort of personal possession, som ething to be 
m an ag ed by him a n d to be bequeathed by him 
to a h an d -p ick ed successor.

eith e r does not know th is or he has deliberately 
an d studiously chosen to pass them up. 
This seem s to be one of th e w orst cases of 
political In g ratitu d e on record In W estern M ary­ 
lan d 
It seem s so by reason of th e fact th a t 
Lewis owe* his m an y years of public office 
holding to m any of th e su b sta n tia l D em ocratic 
citizen* of W estern 
M aryland 
m ore so th a n 
even to personal frien d sh ip s an d to th e m em bers 
of o th er p arties 
W ithout th e support of th is 
ran k and file he could never have been elected 
to office 
Lewis ut a radical, to be sure, having alw ays 
been such from th e early days of his career w hen 
he espoused th e Populist cau.se and contended 
for o th er socialistic governm ental schem es. 
He 
h as been p artic u la rly radical th ro u g h th e New 
Deal days, follow ing R oosevelt and his coterie of 
ex p erim en talists w ith a vim and proposing even 
m ore radical schem es th a n th ey have dared to 
propose 
W hile m any su b sta n tia l and co n serv a­ 
tive D em ocrats supported him in the early New 
Deal days. It is a well know n fact th a t they did 
no not for th e sake of his own radicalism but 
because th ey regarded som e good In some of 
th e New Deal m easures and believed th a t he 
would be useful in advocating them , and no t 
because they had becom e radical w ith him 
In this regard it is to be noted th a t those 
of th e opposing political forces have recognized 
som e of th e New Deal objectives as sound, in 
several respect* as a co n tin u atio n of policies 
alread y outlined or visualized before th e New 
Deal cam e In, but h ave opposed th e New Deal 
m ethods of a tta in in g th em as im practical, u n ­ 
w orkable and h a p h a z a rd 
B ut, while Lewis h as 
continued his radical policies and view points,
